Capone was indicted June 5,1931, 


1928 and 1927 federal income taxes.

—A Texas election law 


was held illegal today by 
the supreme court because 
it authorized the democrat- 
ic state executive commit- 
tee to keep negroes from 
voting in party primaries. 


The court held that judges of 
elections who, acting 
under in- 
structions from their state execu- 
tive 
committee, 
barred 
negroes 


from voting in the primaries were 
liable to suits for damages by 
the negroes. 


In a case from Arkansas a year 
or two ago, the court refused to 
review a decision where the demo- 
cratic state executive committee 
barred negroes from its primar- 
ies. There wars in Arkansas, how- 
ever, no state law authorizing the 
parties to fix the qualifications of 
their members and 
it- was not 
argued as in the Texas case tha-t 
the action was taken by authority 
of a state law. 
In his ruling, Justice Cardozo 
today emphasized that the ruling 
of the Texas state executive com- 
mittee was based on the act of 
the legislature and not on action 
of the democratic party organiza- 
tion.

cause of delinquency it is 
best to say, 'This child is de- 
linquent because he is dis 
couraged, or afraid, or lone- 
some, and unloved, or he is 
confused with life.' Such 
moods as these are what 
cause or make possible the 
child's 
misbehavior. 
And 


we try to find what caused 
these moods, we frequently 
find ill-health and physical 
handicaps." 


"Most important of all," 


Dr. Hartwell says, "are the 
confusions that come to the 
child as a result of serious 
handicaps. How difficult it

This sudden preference to 


which the Iowa Senator has 
attained is in great contrast 
to the position he occupied 
four years ago. Then he was 
the champion of Governor 
Lowden for the Presidency.

House and the burden of his 
utterances at that time was 
the unavailability of Her- 
bert Hoover as a candidate. 


It will be interesting to

SALARY REDUCTIONS 
APPROVED IN RURAL 


SCHOOLSJF TEXAS 


STATE BOARD OF EDUCA- 
TION SETS MAXIMUM AT 


S TO 10 DOLLARS LESS

—Salary reductions ranging 
from 5 to $10 a month for 
teachers in rural and other 
small schools of Texas were 
approved 
today 
by the 
state board of education. 
The cuts affect approxim- 
ately 11,300 teachers in 
3,191 
school*. 
Board members said the cuts 
were made "very reluctantly," 
in 
order that other pha»es of school 
work aided by the rural aid law 
fund might get "better treatment" 
than last year. 
Burl Bryant, chief supervisor ot 
the rural school division for ths 
state department 
of 
education, 
pointed <*it that these other phases 
received only 50 per cent of their 
quotas because salaries were al- 
lowed to come firai. 
These other phases which 
will 
be given more consideration next 
year Include 
transportation 
in 
consolidated and large district, 
teaching of industrial subjects in 
small schools, aiding In financing 
certain types of high school dis- 
tricts and for tuition under the 
Love bill. 
The board of education ruled that 
trustees in making contracts with 
teachers, shall determine the sala- 
ries to be paid, but th* maximum 
salary which may be psld out of 
state and county funds In school* 
receiving rural aid shall be In ac- 
cordance with the following schect- 
le:

Long, in a revolt against Rob- 


inson's policies, had 
resigned 
a 


few minutes earlier from the sen- 
ate committees to which he was 
assigned by democratic leaders. 


The Louisiana senator based his 
nttack on Robinson upon the dem- 
ocratic leaders' opposition to a 
resolution to limit all incomes to 
$1,000,000 a year, and life time in- 
heritances to $5,000,000. 


"I wish to say,'' Robinson re- 


plied, "that when the senator can 
convince a. majority of the sena- 
tors on this side that he or an- 
other can perform the functions of 
minority chairman better than the 
present occupant, I shall be glad 
to surrender that, measure of au- 
thority which I have so Ineffect- 
ively employed.''

(#)—As the grand jury pre- 
pared this morning to begin 
an investigation 
into 
his 


books on the grounds of re- 
ported shortage, R. C. Le- 
Clere, county tax collector, 
called newspaper reporters 
together at noon and confessed to 
embezzlement of between $25,000 
and $30,000 in county funds. 
He blamed "excessive desire to 
acquire riches" and absolved from 
blame all members of his depart- 
ment, taking all the blame upon 
himself. 


Three county funds were 
in- 


volved, he said, the county tax 
fund, 
the 
fee account, and the 
automobile tax account. The total 
amount, 
unknown 
exactly, will 
reach $26,000 and possibly $30,000 
he said. The county has a surety 
bond for $100,000 covering his of- 
fice arid the loss will be made 
good to the county, Marvin Scur- 
lock, county attorney said. 
The 
shortage began 
about 15 
months ago, about January 
or 
February, 1031, he explained. 


"I wanted to be rich and the 
depression bass cost me $150,000. I 
saw things slipping and tried to 
save myself. Whatever happened, I 
shouldn't have done it," he said. 
He will present his resignation, 
to the county commissioners' court 
Saturday morning and would have 
done so Friday morning but mem- 
bers of the court were out of the 
city and 
could not 
be reached. 


Speaking of the consequences of 
his act. he said: 
"Since tis thing has happened 


ars it has to me, I stand ready to 
take the 
results, regardless of 


consequences. 


Will Take Medicine 
"I suppose I could have hired 
a smart lawyer and by legal tech- 
nicalities delay the trial by find- 
ing fault with the indictments and 
other means but am not going to 
do it," he said. 
The grand jury, deep in an in-
